N WHAT MUST be considered 

a major setback in his champi- 
onship career, WWF heavyweight 
champion Hulk Hogan was unsuc- 
cessful in his challenge against An- 
tonio Inoki for Japan’s coveted In- 
temational Wrestling Gran Prix 
title. 

Inoki dominated the match, re- 
ports Japanese correspondent Jim- 
my Suzki. According to Suzuki's 
account, Inoki dazzled Hogan with 
dropkicks, suplexes, and take- 
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downs. Finally, after being on the 
receiving end of a devastating se- 
ries of maneuvers, Hogan, a for- 
mer IWGP champion himself, was 
counted out of the ring and Inoki 
retained his title. Suzuki reports 
that Hogan accepted the defeat 
gracefully, but while leaving the 
arena it was obvious that he was 
badly bothered by the loss. He re- 
fused to sign autographs, choosing 
to go directly to his hotel. 

Due to some hard work by his 
lawyers, former National heavy- 
weight champion Ronnie Garvin 
has been reinstated in Atlanta fol- 
lowing his loss of a loser-leave- 
town title match there to Black 
Bart. Garvin is back to avenge 
what he calls ‘‘a cruddy, stinking, 
foul victory by Bart.” As you recall, 
Garvin was winning his match 
against Bart, who was wrestling 
with an injured nght arm. Baby 
Doll, the valet of Tully Blanchard, 
ran to the ring while Bart was in 
trouble and slipped an elbowpad 
on the arm Bart was favoring. Sec- 
onds later, Bart clotheslined Gar- 
vin, knocking Ronnie nearly un- 
conscious for the pinfall. While 
Garvin believes that the elbowpad 
was loaded, he made no 
postmatch protest. “This is exactly

why I don’t like the loser-leave- 
town types of matches,” Garvin 
said. “It drives stupid men to do 
stupid things. And Black Bart is a 
stupid man.” 

A videotape of the incident, plus 
testimony by World Championship 
Wrestling announcers Tony Schia- 
vone and David Crockett, were re- 
portedly instrumental in getting 
Garvin reinstated in the World 
Championship area. Bart’s reac-

For Kendell’s older 
brother, Barry Windham, the 
choice was simple, as the strap-

ping young Texan began tag 
teaming with his father from the 
beginning. Kendell, however, had 
a choice to make. 

“| won the 1983 Golden Gloves 
in Fort Worth as a light heavy- 
weight and for a while | was really 
leaning toward boxing as a Ca- 
reer,” revealed the 6'5”, 220- 


pound rookie from Sweetwater, 
Texas. “Of course my brother 
and my dad had a certain amount 
of influence on me. And seeing 
the success Barry has had, | 
thought that following in his foot- 
steps might not be the worst thing 
| could do.” 

So, on June 11, Kendell Wind- 
ham made his professional wres- 
tling debut in Tampa, Florida, de- 
feating Jack Hart with a 
sleeperhold. Since then, Windham 
has been engaged in a series of 
matches with Mike Golden, a 
Freebird protege and _ fellow 
rookie. 

“Golden’s a tough kid,” said 
Windham, who's all of 19 him- 
self. ‘‘And whenever we wrestle, | 
know that The Freebirds are 
somewhere in the shadows. It 
puts a little extra pressure on me, 
but I’m used to it. My old man 
and Barry used to rack me up 
pretty hard when | was training.” 

Does Windham feel that his in- 
experience hurts him in the ring? 

“You gotta remember my 
roots,’ he replied. “I’ve been 
wrestling Barry since | was knee- 
high to a fireplug. | may only be 
19, but I’ve got as much experi- 
ence as some guys who've been 
in the ring five, six years.” 

Besides training with his brother 
and his father, Windham has 
been working extensively with

Mike Graham, and both have ex- 
pressed a desire to team togeth- 
er. “Kendell has come along fast- 
er then anyane I’ve ever met,” 
enthused Graham. “| can’t be- 
lieve that the kid is only 19 years 
old. I’m looking very forward to 
teaming with him. | think we can 
take the belts from Rick Rude 
and Jesse Barr with no problem. 

“What makes Kendell so tough 
is his ring sense. It’s something 
that’s impossible to teach—it’s 
something that you have to be 
born with—a sense of anticipa- 
tion, of knowing where to be and 
when to try the right move. 

“For instance, Kendell’s favorite 
move is the sleeper. Now nine out 
of 10 young guys will try to put 
the sleeper on too soon in a 
match. That kind of’ move can 
only work if your opponent is tir- 
ing out. But kids are anxious, they 
have no patience. Not Kendell. 
It's uncanny, but he knows the 
right time to put it on. 

“| know that it didn’t hurt me 
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having my father as a pro wrestler 
and | can see that it hasn’t hurt 
Kendell. My congratulations to 
Blackjack Mulligan. He did a 
heck of a job.” 

For all these accolades, Wind- 
ham remains impassive. ‘My dad 
would come home every week 
with another rising young star that 
everyone was going crazy about. 
After the kid would leave, my dad 
would always say, ‘flash-in-the- 
pan.’ 


“I’m confident. | feel good in 
the ring and | think that I’m going 
to be very successful, but I’m not 
going crazy. You gotta maintain a 
perspective or else you can go 
crazy. I’m young, and | have a lot 
to learn. You get cocky in this 
business, you can get killed.” 

One doesn’t have to look fur- 
ther than the father to understand 
where Kendell gets his attitude. 
Blackjack Mulligan fairly growled 
when asked about his son’s early 
success. “Success? Success? Are 
you kidding me? The kid’s never 
been in a feud. He’s never been 
hurt, never been injured. His feet 
aren't wet. Success. | measure 
success in years. Come talk to 
me in five years.” 

Windham combines an impres- 
sive array of wrestling technique 
with the dazzling hand speed of a 
boxer. Against Golden, Windham 
has demonstrated his ability to 
box, if the occasion calls for it. 

“My dad spent a career not 
paying much attention to the rules 
and he was pretty successful,” 
explained Windham. ‘Now, I’m 
not my dad. | observe the rules, 
as does Barry, but we’re also not 
stupid. If some guy starts to 
punch me, | don’t need an invita- 
tion to punch him back. And I'll 
stake a lot that my punch is 
gonna hurt a lot more than his 
punch.” 

Beyond the squared circle, 
Windham enjoys riding horses 
and motorcycles and, in true 
Windham fashion, is a big fan of 
Bruce -Springsteen. At 19, he 
must be counted among wres- 
tling’s most eligible bachelors, a 
fact that he reports can be dis- 
tracting at times. 

“l’m a pretty shy guy and all 
the attention can be a little embar- 
rassing,”’ blushed Windham.

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RICK MARTEL 


HE TITLE REIGN of Rick Martel is well into its second year and the 
handsome man from Quebec City, Canada, is looking forward fo dispelling 
any notions that a sophomore jinx might befall him. With the notable exceptions of 
Verne Gagne’s two enduring reigns—from 1968-1975 and from 1975-1980—no one 
in the 25-year history of the AWA has managed to hold on to the belt for two years. 
Rick Martel is looking to buck that trend, and based on his performance over the 
past 15 months, he seems capable of doing it. Martel had a scare, recently. While 
wrestling Freebird Michael Hayes in St. Paul, Martel was clocked in the head by a 
foreign object that had been handed to Hayes by his flock brother, Buddy Roberts. 
Martel was pinned, but the title did not change hands since Martel’s title contract 
had been signed against Mr. Saito, who pulled because of legal problems. 
According to AWA rules, any substitution in a title match (unless a new contract is 
drawn up) immediately converts the match into a non-title bout. 
Senior Editor Bill Apter spoke to Martel about the match and other things.

: So you found yourself facing 


Hayes, who’s a slugger, instead of 
Saito, who relies primarily on the 
martial arts. Did you know that 
the match wasn’t for the title? 


: That question is really irrelevant. 


Even if it weren’t for the title, I 
was still going to give it everything 
I had. That’s when you can get 
injured in this sport, when you 
start taking it easy. I had an idea 
that it wasn’t a title match. This 
kind of thing has happened before. 
But when Hayes walked out with 
the belt, 1 got a sick feeling. 


: What did Hayes hit you with? 
: A piece of metal, or steel. Some- 


thing a lot stronger than his fist, I 
know that. 


: And you’re sure that Roberts 


handed it to him? 


: I’ve been told by a number of reli- 


able sources. 


: Y’know, Rick, that Hayes and the 


rest of The Freebirds are gonna be 
screaming all kinds of things to the 
media. In fact, I’ve heard that they 
had their first press conference to 
announce Michael Hayes as the 
real AWA champion. 


: Oh, I’m used to all that. You for- 


get that I wrestled Jimmy Garvin 
all those times and he’s practically 
a walking grist mill. There’s really 
no controversy. Hayes should have 
been disqualified anyway for using 
a foreign object. And the match 
was not for the title. Plain and 


Hayes leaps into the air and 
brings a forearm down on the 
back of Martel’s shoulders. 
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Hayes applies pressure to Martel’s face and the back of his neck. Martel, who usually 


spends a lot of time preparing for an opponent, was not given ample time to get ready for 
Hayes.

Would you give Hayes a rematch? 
Of course. The only way to shut 
those guys up is to beat them fair 
and sqaure. I’ll wrestle them all if 
they want. Roberts, Gordy, 
Hayes—lI’ll take them all on. You 
know me, Bill, I let my actions 
speak for me. I’ve always been like 
that. 

How has being the AWA champi- 
on changed Rick Martel? 

I’m much more self-confident now, 
both in and out of the ring. Right 
after 1 won the title I was caught 
up in such a wave of publicity, I 
thought I would go crazy. I just 
couldn’t get used to the treatment 
a champion received. Being shut- 
tled around from town to town, 


interview to photo session to inter- 
view got to be very draining. | 
found myself saying the same 
things-over and over. I didn’t even 
know if I meant them. I lost touch 
with myself.

I’ve learned that you can’t please 
the entire world, and if you try to, 
you'll never be very happy. I’ve 
learned to say no. I’ve learned to 
use the championship instead of al- 
lowing the championship to use 
me. But it’s still a tremendous 
constraint on your time. It’s just a 
little easier now. 

Lou Thesz once remarked that 
there are many men who can wres- 
tle like champions, but only a se- 
lect few can act like champions. 


Before the Freebird can fly from the ropes, 


the AWA champion hijacks him from the 
turnbuckles. 


What do you think about that 
remark? 


: That’s tough. I agree with Thesz, 


but I also think the world is a 
different place now than when he 
was wrestling. I know that Thesz 
and Flair have a conflict about the 
nature of champions. It was easier 
for Thesz to be the ambassador of 
good will and all that 30 and 40 
years ago. Travel wasn’t as exten- 
sive as it is today. There wasn’t the 


incredible media pressure then as 
there is now. Today, a wrestler has

to handle as much pressure outside 
of the ring as he does inside, which 
is crazy, but that’s just the way it 
is. If Flair defends his belt against 
all comers—which he does—who is 
to criticize his actions out of the 
ring? I don’t know, Bill, that’s a 
tough question. 

Q: Have you given any consideration 
to tag teaming while you hold the 
belt? 

A: Not to be repetitious, but I don’t 
think I could spread myself that 
thin. It wouldn’t be fair to my 
partner. 

: Anything you would like to do? 

: I would like to wrestle The Road 
Warriors, individually. But, it 
seems as if they never wrestle 
apart. I would really like to do 
that. I think it would be my ulti- 
mate test. 

: But do you think you would win? 

: Yes, I think I would win. 

: What about Hulk Hogan and Ric 
Flair. Would you like to wrestle 
thiem? 

A: The old unification question. Of 
course I would like to. But it’s an 
empty wish, At this time, it doesn’t 
look like any of those matches will 
get off the ground. 

Q: Is there anything you would like to 
say before we go? 

A: Just that through it all the fans 
have been the reason I’ve been so 
successful. With their continued 
support, I plan on being champion 
for a long, long time. O

SGT. SLAUGHTER 


GT. SLAUGHTER WILL be re- 

membered best not as a wrestler, 
but as a motivator and a cheerleader 
and a patriot. Rising to prominence 
about the same time Ronald Reagan 
was first elected president, Slaughter 
and Mr. Reagan renewed the Ameri- 
can people’s faith in themselves and in 
their country at a time when that spirit 
was in danger of disappearing. 


Standing for the traditional values 
that built America, Slaughter, an ex- 
Marine sargent, embarked on a mis- 
sion to rid the wrestling world of its 
foreign element. It was that foreign el- 
ement, in the name of The Iron Sheik, 
that first turned Slaughter from a 
feared and hated rulebreaker to one of 
the most beloved wrestlers in the histo- 
ry of the sport. Slaughter battled the 


Sgt. Slaughter's battles with The Iron Sheik reshaped the way American fans looked at The 


Sarge and the way The Sarge looked upon the American fans. 
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anti-American Iron Sheik in a series of 
grudge matches that became more 
spectacular and bloody with each pass- 
ing month. 

Slaughter’s popularity spilled over 
into the mainstream. He became sym- 
bolic of the best this nation had to 
offer. With integrity, loyalty, and cour- 
age as his calling cards, Slaughter be- 
came one of the most sought-after 
speakers in the country. When he 
wasn’t turning back the challenge of 
The Iron Sheik or Nikolai Volkoff, 
Slaughter could be found giving moti- 
vational speeches at. children’s 
hospitals. 

Slaughter left the WWF in January 
1985 and enlisted with the Pro Wres- 
tling U.S.A. group, which provided 
him with a wider base of operation 
and opposition. Slaughter, who recent- 
ly captured the Americas title from 
Larry Zbyszko, made it plain that in 
addition to fighting for America, he 
was also interested in fighting for a 
world championship, and with the 
U.S.A. group he has gotten his chance, 
wrestling NWA champion Ric Flair to 
several draws and negotiating for a fu- 
ture shot at Rick Martel’s AWA title. 

Slaughter has become America’s 
showpiece, a walking testament to the 
ideals that the United States stands for. 
The Wrestler takes great pride in spot- 
lighting Sgt. Slaughter, and trumpeting 
his message to all of our readers.

In a year that has already born witness to Coca-Cola 
changing its century-old formula, it should come as little 
surprise that George “‘The Animal” Steele has turned into 
a fan favorite. But it does. It really does 


OU ALBANO, no stranger to the 

wrath of the crowd, calls George 
Steele’s turnaround miraculous. ‘Yes, 
and, yes, indeed it is a great and won- 
derful and magnificent miracle. Mr. 
George Steele, often imitated but never 
duplicated. He is talking, he is think- 
ing, he is doing commercials, 

“The therapy he is undergoing will 
turn him into a completely normal and 
civilized human being. He is a true 
American. He is a patriot. He is not a 
Neanderthal. He is well-adjusted, av- 
erage human being.” 

Huh? 

The story of George Steele is one 
that requires a more revealing explana- 
tion than simply maniac-turned-lunatic- 
turned-fan _ favorite-turned-mild-man- 
nered-turned-articulate-turned-pitch 
man for a computer company. 

Over the years, wrestling has known 
many so-called crazy men: men who 
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The Iron Sheik has some trouble with George Steele’s unorthodox style. The Sheik has 
only himself and Nikolai Volkoff to blame for the fact that The Animal has become a fan 
favorite. 


appeared mysteriously, the products of 
sinister origins who have left wrestling 
fans and wrestlers guessing at their 
motivations. Men like The Missing 
Link, Abdullah the Butcher, Kamala 
the Ugandan Giant, The Sheik, Pam- 
pero Firpo, and the Canadian 
Wolfman arouse both curiosity and 
fear through their erratic and unfath- 
omable ferocity. One fears what one 
can’t understand, and the actions of 
these men were wholly undecipherable.

quent madman. While the Link, The 
Sheik, Kamala, and the others raged in 
silence, Steele always boomed a simple 
threatening sentence or two. Addition- 
ally, Steele hailed from the not-so-exot- 
ic environs of Detroit, making his ring 
behavior much less hard to 
comprehend. 

Bursting on the wrestling scene in 
the late 1960s, Steele immediately is- 
sued challenges to then- WWF champi- 
on Bruno Sammartino, demanding a 
title shot. His bizarre behavior, rang- 
ing from the routine chewing of turn-

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buckles to the green color of his con- 
stantly lolling tongue, could not 


disguise Steele’s awesome ring skills. 
His style was of a straightforward bru- 
tality, much in the tradition of Bulldog 
Brower and Abdullah, and he quickly 
annihilated all the competition standing 
between himself and Sammartino. 

The Steele-Sammartino wars are re- 
membered as being some of the most 
violent in the WWF’s history. Steele 
taunted Sammartino out of the ring 
and battered him in the ring. Several 
times it seemed as if the Animal would 
wrest the crown from the champion, 
but he never did and he soon disap- 
peared from the area. 

Steele returned in the early 1970s to 
battle WWF champion Pedro Morales 
and the results were the same. Al- 
though he promised that he would 
“bring in a weapon so devastating and 
secretive that no one could find it and 
no man could defend against it,” 
Steele was unable to win the title. 
Again he left the area. 

The George Steele that returned in 
the early ’80s was a different animal 
than The Animal to whom WWF fans 
had grown accustomed. This Steele still

mored artillery, Texas is shoring up 
its defense with its favorite sons, 
the Von Erichs. The fear is that 
even the combined power of Kevin, 
Kerry, and Mike will not be enough 
to run Killer Brooks out of town. As 


Brooks’ manager Gary Hart tells it, 
there is no stopping Killer Brooks 
this time around. 

“The last time Tim Brooks wres- 
tled in Texas he was met by a uni- 
formed hostility that made the Wa- 
tergate conspiracy look like a grade 
school spy ring,’’ mouthed Hart. 
‘In every match, Brooks fought not 
only his opponent, but the referee, 
who was obviously instructed to 
count to one if Tim Brooks was 
pinned, and to five if Brooks was 
attempting the pin. — 

‘He was fighting not only his op- 
ponent and the referee, but the 
commissioners, who ruled against 
him in every case. Tim Brooks was 
fighting a losing battle last time, 
but now the tables are turned. He 
has the power of revenge on his 
side and that, my friends, is not a 
power to be taken lightly.’’

N WHAT HAS to be the strang- 

est analogy of all time, Ric Flair 
has compared himself to Mother 
Teresa, the Catholic missionary 
whose work for the poorest of the 
poor and the sickest of the sick 
have won her international ac- 
claim as the world’s preeminant 
humanitarian. 

Flair uttered this blurb following 
a hard-fought match in West War- 
wick, Rhode Island, against the 
notorious “Dr. D,” David Shultz. 
‘Just call me the Mother Teresa 
of professional wrestling,” Flair 
said from the confines of the 
dressing room whirlpool. “Just 
send me all those men who no 
one else will wrestle. Send me the 
most ferocious, the most savage, 
the inscrutables, the  incorrigi- 
bles—go ahead send them all to 
me. | love ‘em. The tougher they 
are, the better. 
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“You know Mother Teresa. She 
goes into those leper colonies, into 
those starving areas where all the 
cannibals live, just like she was 
going into your Aunt Mamie’s liv- 
ing room. Fearless. Noble. She 
believes in God. Well, Ric Flair 
believes in Ric Flair. 

“!’m not like Hulk Hogan. | wres- 
tle them all. Big and small, skinny 
and fat—I don’t pay any attention 
to what their reputations are. | 
wrestle them. That’s why I’m the 
best damn wrestler in the world.” 

In another dressing room, a be- 
grudging, if not downright ornery, 
David Shultz spoke admiringly of 
his opponent. “Hey, | was in the 
WWF for a long time,” he said, 
“and no matter who | beat or how 
| tried, Hogan wouldn’t give me a 
damn title shot for the last few 
months. | rassled him in the Gar- 
den for his first title defense and 


we drew. But he never rassled 
me again. He was so scared of 
me that if he knew | was flying in 
the same plane or staying at the 
same hotel, he would change his 
flight. and move to a hotel on the 
other side of town. 

“Hogan’s just a coward, plain 
and simple. 

“This guy Flair didn’t hesitate 
one second before giving me a 
title shot. He’s a real champion. 
Didn't sidestep me or give me the 
runaround. | respect him for that. 

“It wasn’t just me, either. Billy 
Jack Haynes went to the WWF 
but was told point blank that he 
wasn’t getting no title shot. Flair 
wrestled him. Same thing with Ka- 
mala. Hogan wouldn’t go near 
him. Flair took him right on. Beat 
him, too. Yeah, Ric Flair’s okay in 
my book, and my book is mighty 
thin.”

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66H F I CAN make it there/I’ll 

make it anywhere/It’s up to 
you New York, New York .. .” Fade 
out, a backdrop of the New York sky- 
line, cutting the air in regal splendor, 
impression pointedly made: This city’s 
capacity to cast unto its inhabitants the 
glow of fame and the ringing melody 
of success is without question. All one 
needs is an unwavering faith in magic 
and the restorative powers of Frank 
Sinatra’s platinum chords. 

Of course it also helps if you pack a 
model’s body onto a 5’6” frame, can 
dropkick a wrestler into the fourth 
row, and possess the inner discipline of 
a Hindu ascetic. 

Misty Blue Simmes, whose favorite 
pastime is driving her cherry red 
Porsche around Manhattan streets at 
dawn—fast—is such a person and if 
she has her way, which she seems to 
have, along with a penthouse apart- 
ment, a stock portfolio, and the phone 
numbers of half of New York’s most 
eligible bachelors, Wendi Richter’s grip 


on the World Women’s wrestling 
championship will soon be a thing of 
the past. 

It requires a dynamic sense of daring 
to impose one’s will on a city the size 
and dimensions of New York, and 
daring seems to fit neatly between Mis- 
ty and Simmes. 

‘Wendi Richter is overrated,’’ Misty 
Blue says. ‘‘She’s a media creation. 
She can’t wrestle herself out of bed, 
yet she is the ‘undisputed World 
Women’s champion.’ Well, here I am, 
Wendi. You’re not likely to find a big- 
ger dispute in your life. Take a look at 
my belt and take a look at your belt. 
And then let’s get in the ring and take 
care of business.”’ 

Misty Blue Simmes’ belt celebrates 
her reign as the International Wrestling 
Federation’s Women’s champion. ‘‘I’m 
the undisputed World champ,” the 
curvy brunette says with an outrageous 
wink. 

Simmes’ introduction to wrestling 
ranks alongside Sir Alexander Flem-

ing’s discovery of penicillin and Co- 
lumbus’ discovery of America—great 
finds that were purely accidental. 
Simmes, a chemist by trade and presi- 
dent of her own chemical company, 
was taken to a wrestling match several 
years ago by some friends and became 
hooked. The more she watched of the 
sport, the more enchanted she became 
and the more disenchanted she became 
with the physical state of women’s 
wrestling. 

“T got involved with wrestling be- 
cause I love the sport,’’ she said. “I 
got tired of seeing old, fat, and ugly 
women dominate this sport. They 
should be smart enough to retire, or at 
least maintain their bodies and keep 
off the weight. Most of these women 
look like the before ads for obesity 
camps. I want to put /adies back into 
ladies’ wrestling,’? 

Simmes was no novice to the world 
of sports. She was already captain of 
the U.S. women’s boxing team, in ad- 
dition to being an avid long distance 
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runner and all-round sportswoman. To 
polish and refine her ring skills, 
Simmes enrolled in Killer Kowalski’s 
wrestling school, which, she says, 
changed her life. 

“T owe all my success in the ring to 
The Master, Killer Kowalski,’ she 
said. “He drives his students very hard 
and allowed me to realize my poten- 
tial. He not only trains you physically, 
but he tests your mental limits as well to 
see if you can take the pressure of 
competition. 

*T represent a new breed of athlete. 
One that is delicate as a rose, but who 
can also rip your lungs out if the occa- 
sion arises. I want to run these water 
buffalos out of professional wrestling. 
I’m serving you notice, each and every 
one of you, that my goal is to stream- 
line female wrestling. I’m going to re- 
tire those who who don’t measure up 
to my standards. 

‘When I’m done, promoters, the 
fans, and other wrestlers will thank 
me. Someone has to take this responsi- 
bility and I’m up for it. It’s not a 
matter of money—lI’ve got all the 
money I'll ever need—it’s a matter of 
pride. Pride in appearance. Pride in 
performance. If there’s one out of 
shape, lethargic dinosaur out there, it 
reflects on all of us. I simply won’t

allow it.” 

Predictably, Simmes’ favorite wrestlers 
are the Japanese women, whose acro- 
batic skills are world renowned. Her 
favorite male wrestlers, however, strike a 
discordant note. They are the lumbering, 
fearful but fleshful, Samoans. 

“The Samoans are straightforward,”’ 
explained Simmes. ‘“‘They take no 
guff, are without smalltalk, and shoot 
from the hip. I admire that. The work- 
ingman’s ethic is lacking in a lot of 
today’s wrestlers. They all want to be 
like Richter and Hogan. Glamour and 
glitter first. They don’t understand that 
fame can’t precede hard work. You 


must expect to break a nail or two to 
reap any kind of reward. They’re all 
soft. And after I get through with 
them, they’ll all be mush.” 

We leave Misty Blue Simmes shim- 
mering in the wispy trail of exhaust 
that her shiny Porsche leaves as it ac- 
celerates into the lurid promise of the 
Manhattan night. This woman works 
hard and plays hard, but the two are 
cleanly separated. If she ever gets the 
chance to wrestle Richter and if her 
assault on Wendi is anything like her 
invasion of Manhattan, we can expect 
Richter to feel a little night clubbing 
she’d rather avoid. O

RATINGS ANALYSIS 


Every month, this column will tell fans how we go about 
rating more than 150 wrestlers in 14 different categories. It is 
a behind-the-scenes look at the most important—and 
respected—ratings system in the sport. This column is vital 
reading for all wrestling fans. 


The world title controversy—settled. \n the July 1985 edition 
of The Wrestler, “Ratings Analysis” solicited reader mail re- 
garding the question: “Should the WWF title be regarded as 
a world championship?” That “Ratings Analysis’ examined 
arguments for and against recognizing Hulk Hogan as a 
world champion, in the same way that Ric Flair and Rick 
Martel are world champions. 


Mail flooded our office. Last 
month's “Ratings Analysis’ 
presented excerpts from some 
of your letters regarding this 
championship controversy. 

As this issue goes to press, 
a decision has been made: 
The WWF title will now be re- 
garded as a world champion- 
ship, equal in significance to 
the NWA and AWA World 
championships. 

We aniticipate a lot of read- 
er reaction to come from this 
decision. Indeed, the editorial 
Hulk Hogan staff of The Wrestler contin- 
ues to be split about whether this move should have been 
made, but we all agree on one thing: This was a democratic 
decision. Majority rules. And the majority of your mail (about 
60 percent) came out in favor of recognizing Hogan as a 
world champion. 

So, in the ratings, in “Ratings Analysis,” and in the stories 
that you will read in The Wrestler and its sister publications, 
the WWF heavyweight title and the WWF tag team title will 
be recognized as world championships. 

We are as interested in your reactions to this decision now 
as we were interested in your answers to the question made 
months ago. If you would like to voice your opinion on the 
WWF world championship controversy, we would like to 
hear from you. If reaction warrants, a future “Ratings Analy- 
sis” will be devoted entirely to your letters on the matter.

A dip into the reader mailbag: From time to time, “Ratings 
Analysis” will answer questions posed by readers that relate 
to our monthly ratings system. 

Steve Torelli, Swarthmore, PA: “| am sending you this in 
reference to the Top 10. | feel instead of putting a picture 
next to the Top 10, you ought to take out the picture and 
make it the Top 20 instead. If you ask me, | feel this would 
be a tremendous move for your ratings, and | believe other 
fans feel the same. You see, when | pick up The Wrestler or 
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Pro Wrestling Illustrated (and all your other sister publica- 
tions), the first thing | look at is your ratings, and | wish 
there were more ratings in the magazine.” 

Steve brings up a suggestion that has been very common 
among correspondents to “Ratings Analysis,” We've thought 
for a long time about ways to expand our ratings, and from 
time to time we've included a “second 10” listing of various 
categories in “Ratings Analysis.” But to include a Top 20 
category without listing 20 names in each of the other cate- 
gories seemed unfair; and from a purely visual standpoint, 
we feel that highlighting one of the wrestlers in the top 10 is 
an attractive feature. 

For thase of you who, like Steve, are looking for more 
ratings, we address your attention to Inside Wrestling, where 
the ratings now include the top 15 names in each of the 
following categories: Top 15, NWA, AWA, WWF, Most Popu- 
lar, Most Hated, and Tag Teams. Inside Wrestling also in- 
cludes a “Roll Call of Champions” in its ratings, a listing of 
nearly 60 titles, the wrestlers who hold those titles, and when 
that title was won. 

Rich Wilson, Philadelphia: “| love your ratings system and 
‘Ratings Analysis,’ but how come the ‘Ratings Analysis’ is the 
same in Pro Wrestling Illustrated as it is in The Wrestler as it 
is in Sports Review Wrestling? Why don’t you do a different 
analysis for each magazine?” 

Actually, Rich, we try to make each “Ratings Analysis” as 
different as possible, though you're right: There are similar- 
ities within each month’s series of magazines. This is mainly 
due to the fact that some issues are very important and bear 
repeating from magazine to ‘magazine, such as the WWF 
World title controversy. And since many fans may only read 
one of the above-mentioned magazines, we want to make 
sure that everyone is filled in on the important develop- 
ments. You'll also note that when we feature an extra catego- 
ry in our ratings, such as, Polynesian Pacific ratings, the 
rankings change from issue to issue, depending on the dead- 
line of when that issue went to press. 

Alyssa Hernandez, San Antonio, TX: “\'m a real Von Erich 
fan. Why aren’t the Von Erichs in the tag team category? 
Why are they so underrated? They all deserve much more 
credit than they're receiving.” 

Mark Lassiter, Dallas; “| am so sick of the Von Erichs. Why 
are they always so high in your ratings? They're the most 
overrated clods in the entire sport.”

studded wrist collars, chomping on 
a cigar stub, appearing to relive all 
the past injuries done to his per- 
son.

camp, where Kerry Von Erich tried 
to defuse the tense situation. ‘*Kill- 
er Tim Brooks is just another Gary 
Hart creation,'’ Kerry said. “Sure 
he's a tough wrestler, he's always 
been a tough wrestler, but this ven- 
detta talk is just a bunch of hog- 
wash. It's just Gary Hart trying to 
stir something out of nothing.

own the wrestling commission as 
surely aS_| own my car and my 
house. If, for instance, they wanted 
Killer Tim Brooks removed from 
Texas because—I’m just guessing 
now, mind you—say, they felt that 
Killer Tim Brooks might rip their 
collective Jungs out and make a 
collage with them, then they might 
be inclined to influence him out of 
wrestling. 

“Except that kind of tactic will 
not work this time. We have alerted 
the press to the problem. If any 
kind of unusual or mysterious con- 
sequences should befall Killer Tim 
Brooks, then the press will be on to 
the Von Erichs like a pack of starv- 
ing wolves on to fatted calf.”’ 

Throughout his stay in Texas, 
Brooks hasn’t said much, allowing 
his ferocious victories to speak for 
him. When Clint Eastwood drifted 
into town, few people took him seri- 
ously, regrettably so, as they later 
found out. Killer Tim Brooks ap- 
pears to be on a mission that can 
only end with the destruction of the 
Von Erichs or himself. Who it will 
be is anyone’s guess, although we

Shultz maneuvers Flair into an abdominal 
stretch, which the champion would easily 
escape. Shultz gives Flair a lot of credit for 
giving him the opportunity he could not get 
against Hulk Hogan in the WWF. 

In fairness to Hogan, Billy 
Haynes was not in the WWF long 
enough to warrant a title shot, al- 
though the chances of the pro- 
moters matching Hogan and 
Haynes—two confirmed fan favor- 
ites—seemed unlikely. And in the 
case of Kamala, rumor had it that 
Hogan did seek out the match, 
but was unable to come to terms 
with Kamala’s people. 

As far as Ric Flair is con- 
cerned, though, the facts speak 
for themselves. 

“What kind of crap are Hogan’s 
people saying now? That Haynes 
and Shultz and Kamala weren’t 
around long enough? What do 
they want those guys to do, sit 


around until they can collect a 
pension? 

“Let me clear up some confu- 
sion. If a champion wants to wres- 
tle somebody, he goes and tells 
the promoter who he wants to 
wrestle. Don’t tell me that for over 
a year, Hogan couldn’t squeeze 
David Shultz or Kamala or any 
scientific wrestler into his sched- 
ule. That's a lot of bull.” 

Schedule strength is the criteria 
for which teams and _ individuals 
are rated in practically every 
sport. The disparity between 
Flair’s and  Hogan’s’ match 
records is remarkable. While Ho- 
gan wrestles essentially the same 
rough-and-tumble element in ev- 
ery match, Flair’s weekly sched- 
ule might include Magnum T.A. 
on Monday, Nikita Koloff on 
Wednesday, Dusty Rhodes on 


Thursday, Kerry Von Erich on Sat- 
urday, and Wahoo McDaniel -on 
Sunday—a cross-section of sever- 
al different style wrestlers. 

Flair continued his _ tirade 
against Hogan. “It burns me up 
when people mention Hogan's 
name in the same breath as 
mine. I’m a champion, he’s a 
muscle-beached clown. | wrestle, 
he fights. 

“Take tonight for instance. No 

one“ wanted to touch this guy 
hultz. Man, his reputation is just 
about as bad as anyone’s. But, if 

| claim to be the best in my pro- 
fession, then | must put up or 
shut up. You saw that match to- 
night. It was tough. It could have 
gone either way. But that’s what 
separates the Ric Flairs from the

Steele was completely out of control during 
his stint in the WWF in 1981. S.D, Jones 
could not do anything against The Animal. 


paraded about the ring spastically, 
arms flailing and neck tilted; this Steele 
still considered turnbuckles a delicacy, 
and this ‘Steele still felt that brutality 
was next to godliness. Except this 
Steele was different in a way that 
brought him closer to his lunatic breth- 
ren: This George Steele didn’t talk. He 
made sounds for sure, growled a whole 
litany of incoherent babbles, and 
moaned like a wolf caught in a furti- 
er’s trap, but he did not speak. He 
could not form words, 

Rather than evoking sympathy from 
the fans, Steele’s handicap further in- 
furiated them, Now, after dismantling 
an opponent, Steele would mount the 
ringpost, stare into the crowd, and 
howl. He became the primary object 
of hate and derision throughout the 
WWE. 

Fans, wrestlers, and reporters took 
turns in guessing what had happened 
to Steele. The rumor getting the most 
play was that Steele had been commit- 


ted, finally, to an asylum and had es- 
caped. Before the rumor could be sub- 
stantiated, Steele again disappeared. 
When he returned to the WWE sev- 
eral months ago, Steele appeared to be 
as vicious as ever. Joining forces with 
the evil duo of Nikolai Volkoff and 
The Iron Sheik, Steele resumed his po- 
sition as the most despised wrestler in 
the WWF, Then, in a six-man match 
against Barry Windham, Mike Rotun- 
_ do, and Rick Steamboat, Volkoff and 
‘The Sheik inexplicably refused to take 
eele’s tag, leaving The Animal alone 
in the ring where he received the 
thrashing of his career. 

After the match, a confused and be- 
wildered Steele ran about the ring in 
an uncontrolled frenzy, his already del- 
icate psyche now shaken completely 
out of control. From the dressing 
room, out ran his old friend and man- 
ager, Albano, who was able to calm 
The Animal down. As the two walked 
from the ring, a curious thing oc- 
curred. The fans, who have taken up 
Albano’s change of heart with un- 
bounded enthusiasm, rose to their feet 
and issued to Steele and the Captain a 
standing ovation. 

Like a wild beast responding to Bee- 
thoven’s Ninth, Steele’s eyes rolled 
about his head and a smile creased his 
lips. Hearing the cheers of the fans for 
the first time in his career was salve to 
the open wound of Steele’s mental ill- 
ness. The response has been immedi- 
ate. Since that night, as Albano report- 
ed, Steele has befriended Windham, 
Rotundo, and the rest of the WWF's 
fan favorites, and has made giant 
Strides in regaining his speech. As 
many fans already know, Steele has 
become a spokesman for Minolta 
Home Office systems, appearing in a 
commercial with Tony Randall. 

The difference has been the fans. As 
Albano points out, ‘“‘George Steele just 
needed a little love and affection. He 
was always misunderstood, much like 
myself, for his entire career. In time, 
everyone will come to love George 
Steele. And after he annihilates Vol- 
koff and The Sheik, he will win the 
respect of the entire wrestling 
world.” CJ
